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HISTORY of the late WAR in AMERICA. 


From the Buitisu ANNUAL REGISTER, for 1779. 


N this fituation of things, the Britith 
army were fome days march a head of 
incoln in the way to Charlefton, 
d Moultrie’s Militia, and Polafki’s 
gion, retiring from the creek and ri- 
to another towards that place, as 
were preffed by the former. So 
y bridges and paffes could not be 
ained without fome fkirmifhes, but the 
iftance was ftill fo weak, that they 
attended with no circumftances of 
ny confequence; it is however to be ob- 
ed, that as the families and effects of 
foultrie’s Militia lay pretty generally 
the line of march, thefe confiderations 
Mmouched them fo clofely, that his force 
fered a continual diminution from the 
utfet, which befides the weaknefs it 
oduced in leffening his numbers, ferv- 
neceflarily to difhearten thofe who re- 
ained. 
At length the Britith ar- 
my arrived at Athiey River, 
hich they paffed, a few miles above 
harlefton, and advancing along 
e Neck formed by the two rivers of 
Athley and Cooper, tock poft within 
ittle more than cannon fhot from the 
orks of that city. A continued fuc- 
efion of tkirmi took place on that 
lay and the enfuing night, which, though 
heceflarily attended with lofs on both 
ides, were of no farther confequence to 
ither. On the following morning; the 
pcneral fummoned the town to furrender, 
and held out very flattering conditioms 
9 induce them to a compliance. The 
hegociation continued during the day, 
nd a propofal was made by the city for 
heutrality for their province during the 
ontinuance of the war. This being re- 
jected on the one fide, as the favourable 
onditions propofed by the general 
bn the other, the negociation was b 
off in the evening, and every preparation

for vigoroufly oy. a general affault 
which was expected to take place in the 
night. 

But General Provoft, finding him- 
felf totally difappointed in every hope

- Charleftown, had other objeéts of {e- 


rious confideration now before him. He 
found that ne offers he could make were 
fufficient to induce the enemy to a fur- 
render, and tnat their countenance fhew- 
ed the fulleft determination of defence ; 
that their lines were defended by a nu- 
merous .artillery, and flanked by their 
armed thipping and gallies ; and thatGen. 
Lincoln, with a force, at leaft equal, if 
not fuperiour to his own, was fait ap- 
proaching. On his own fide, he had 
neither battering artillery, nor a naval 
force to cooperate with his land forces ; 
which were two articles fo indifpenfably 
neceflary for carrying the place, that 
their want feemed an infuperable bar to 
every hope of fuccefs. And if he were 
repulfed with any confiderable lofs, 
which was much to be apprehended, 
his fituation, involved as he was, ina 
labyrinth of rivers and creeks, furround- 
ed on all fides by a fuperiour enemy, 
and his retreat continually impeded by 
fwamps and difficult paffes, feemed 
fcarcely to admit of a hope, that any 
part of his {mall army could have been 
preferved. 

Under thefe confiderations, he pru- 
dently decamped on that very night, 
and having previoufly taken care to 
leave a proper guard for the fecurity of 
the pafs at Afhley Ferry, he had by 
morning returned to the fouth fide of 
that river, without interruption, or the 
knowledge or imalleft fulpicion of the 
enemy, who had been the whole time

Above 140 hhips 
and veSels of all forts, were deltroyed 
or taken. Of thefe, 17 prizes were 
Brought away; among thole deltroyed 
or taken, were fome privateers, and wel: 
fels of force. All thofe upon the flocks 
were burned; a confiderable quantity 
of naval ftores brought off; and every 
thing relative to the building or fitting 
of thips, that was not conveniently por- 
table, deftroyed. 

The commanders received from the 
Inyalifts, aceording ta their ufual cuf- 
tem, fuch flattering accounts and poli. 
tive alurances, of the general difpoftion 
of the people of that colopy to return to 
the obedience of ther fovereign, and 
their impatience to fee the royal ftand. 
ard erected amongit. them, that Sir 
George Collies could net avoid repre- 
fenting the matter in his letter to,Sir 
Henry Cl aten, in the full view in which 
it appeared to himfelf. Lf it was not, 
however, thought fitting to adopt the 
mealure in its Full extent, he ttrongly 
urged the great advantages which would 
actrié from fending them fuch reinforece- 
sacats aswould enablethem to hold a foot- 
ing in the couptry, by gonverting Portf- 
mouth into a place of arms, and render- 
ing it thereby 1 fure afylom for thipping ; 
putpotts, which from its fitwation, it 
feemed well calculated for anfwering, 
and which would have totally deftroyed 
the trade of the Chefapeak. On the o 
ther hand, it was a place removed from 
fuccour, and in a manner furrounded 
with the greateft forces of the enemy. 
It ts evident that Sir Henry Clinton faw 
thefe matters in a very different light, 
from that in which they were viewed by 
Si; George Collier. He fent an order 
for their immediate rerarn. The fleet 
and army, with their prizes and booty, 
(having firft demolithed F ort Nelfon, and 
fet fire to the ftore houtes and al! the other 
buildings in the dock yard at Gofport) 
arriwed fafe at Newyork befae th 
expiration of the month.

mentioned. At laft tavelve of them met 
by agreement upon a plain, and agreed 
to petition their father to be admitted a- 
g2in under his proteftion. The venerable 
old man opened his doors to them, and 
they again became members of his family. 
They firft joined in repalring and fortify - 
ing the old.manfion boufe. They, more- 
over, added favo more rooms fo it, for 
the feparate ufe of the old man and his 
wife, in order thereby to preferve their 
dignity and authority: From this time 
the whole family became refpeftabic, 
happy, and prefperous, nor did ther f&- 
parate from each other urti! the death of 
both their parents, when the acecffion of 
new fettlers, and the cultivated Mate of 
the country, made it fafe and ‘prudent 
for them to fit up for themfelves.

From the TRAVELS of a4 PHILOSOPHER. tr wha 





I NOW approach the period of my tra- 
vels. Departing from the coals of 
Cochinchina, and directing my courfe 
towards the northeaft, I proceeded for 
China, which the Cochinchinefe call, 
with great refpeét, Nufe d'ai Ming—the 
kingdom of the great Luminary. After 
fome days navigation, before there was 
any appearance of land, I perceived along 
the horizon a foreft of mafts, and foon 
after an innumerable multitude of boats, 
which covered the furface of the water. 
Thefe were thoufands of fihhermen, whofe 
induftry drew from the deeps iubfiftence 
for numbers. The land now began to 
rife to ny view 3; I advanced to the 
mouth of the river, fill amidit crowds 
of fifhers, throwing out their lines on 
every fide. I entered the river of Can- 
ton ; it is peopled like the land ; its banks 
lined with fhips at anchor ; a prodigious 
number of {mall craft are continually 
gliding along in every direétion, fome 
with fails, others with oars, vanifhing 
often fuddenly from the fight, as the 
enter the numberlefs cannals du 
amazing jabour, acrofs extenfive 
which they water and fertilize 
menfe fields, covered with all the 
of the harveft, with ftately villages nfing 
to the eye on every fide, adorn the re- 
moter view, whilft mountains, covered 
with verdure, cut into terraces, and 
fhaped into amphitheatres, form the back 
yrdund of this noble landicape. 

I arrive at Canton, where new fub- 
jects for admiration arife ;. the noife, the 
motion, the crowd augments ; the wa- 
ter, as well as the land, being every 
where covered with mulutudes. Atton- 
tthed at the amuzing appearance, I m- 










quire into the numbers of inhabitants 
of this city and fuburbs ; and, after 
comparing different accounts, find that 
they muft amount at léait to eight buy 
thoufand fouls. My furprife, however, ls 
greatly increaled, when I learn, that, wo 
the northward of Canton, about five 
leagues up the river, is a village named 
Fachan, which contains a million of in. 
habitants, and that every part of this 
great empire, extending about fix hus 
red leagues from north to foush, and.as 
much from eaft to welt, was peopled.in 
the fame proportion. 

By whatart can che earth produce fyd- 
fiftence for fuch numbers ? Do the chi, 
nefe pofiefs any fecret art of multiplying 


the grain and provifions ce forthe § 


nourishment of mankind ? To folve my 
doubts I traverfed the fields, I introduced 
myielf among the labourers, who arein 
general eafy, polite and affable, with 
ome fhare of learning, and knowledge 
of the world. T examine, and puriue 
them through all their operations, and 
obferve that their fecret confilts fimply 
in manuring their fields rot 5 
ploughing them toa confiderable 
towing them ia their proper feafon, turn- 
ing to advantage every inch of ground 
which can produce the moi inconfider- 
able crop, and preferring to every other 
fpecies of enlture that of grain, as by 
far the moft important. Oo: % | 
This ty#em of culture, the daft arte 
cle excepted, appears to be the famethat 
is recommended in all our beft authors, 
ancient and modern, who have wrote 00 
this fubjeé& ; our common labourers. are 
acquainted with at; bur how much 
our European farmers be furprifed, whet 
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are informed, that the Chinefe have 
no meadows, neither natural nor aitifi- 
cial, and have notthe leatt conception of 
fallowing, never dllowing their lands the 
flighteft repofe. 

‘Lhe Chinefe labourer would confider 
meadows, of every denomination, as 
lends ina Rate of nature ; they fow their 
bunds all with grain, and give the pre- 
ference to fuch grounds ds we generally 
lay out in meadows; which, lying low, 
awd being properly fituated with refpect 
to water, are confequently by far the 
moltfertile: They affirm, thata field 
fown with gram, will yield as mech 
itraw for the noerifhment of cattle, as it 
would have produced of hay, befictes the 
additional ddvantage of the grain for the 
fuftenance of man, of which they can 
fpare too, ‘in plentiful feafons, a fmall 
portion for theahimal creation. 

Such is the fyttem adhered to from one 
extremity of their enrpive to the other, 
and confirmed by the experience of four 
thoufand years, amowett a people, of all 
the nation# in thé world; the moit atten- 
tive totheir intereft. 

That which muft render this plan of 
agricaiture the more ‘inconceivable to 
Kuropeans, is the idea of their never al- 
lowing their lands to hie one feafon unla- 
bonred. Thofe who for forte years 
have endeavoured, with fuch publick 
Spirited zeal, to reaniniate amongit us 
this negleéted art, have confidered, 2s 
the frtt and mot important objec, the 
trwhiplication of artificial meadows, to 
fupply the deft of natural ones, for the 
fattening of cattle ; without once ven- 
turing to'think of fuppreffing the mode 
of fallowing the grounds, however far 
they carried their fyftem of increafing 
the number of artificial paftures. 

This fyftem, which appears the mof 
plaufible of any they have projected, and 
isreceaved with the greatett partiality by 
our farmers, i$ neverthelefs, contradiét - 
éd by the conftant experience of the great- 
eft and the moft ancient landlabouring 
pation in the world, who regard the prac- 
tice of meadows, and fallowing grounds, 
as an abufe, deftrudtive of plenty and 
population, which are the only important 
obje&ts of agriculture. 

A Chinefe labourgr could not but 
fmile, if you informed him, that the 
earth has oceafion for repefe at a certain 
fixed period of time; he certainly would 
fay, that we deviated greatly fron the 
point in view, could he read our tieatiles 
apie and modern, our marvellous 

peculations on agriculture : what would 


‘ 
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he fay, if he faw our lands, part of thent 
fallow, part of them employed in ufelefs 
cultures, and the remainder wretchedly 
laboured ? What would he fay, what 
nuit be his feelings, if, in travelling o- 
ver our fields, he obferves the extreme 
mifery and barbarifm of their wretched 
cultivators ? 

The Chinefe lands, in general, are 
not fuperiour to ours : you fee there, as 
with us, fome excellent grounds, others 
nvddling, the reft bad; fome foils ftrong, 
others light ; lands where ¢lay, and 
fands where fand, gravel, and flints eve- 
ry where predominate. 

All thefe grounds, even in the north- 
ern provinces, yield aunually two corps, 
and im thofe towards the fouth often bee 
in two years, without one fingle fallow 
feafon, during the many thuufands of 
years that they have been: converted to 
the purpofes of agriculture. 

The Chineje ufe the fame manures as 
we do, in order to reftore té their grourids 
thoje dalts and juices, whith an unin- 
termitting produétion is perpetually con- 
fuming. They are acquainted with 
marl ; they employ alfo common falt, 
lime, athes, and all forts of animal dung, 
but above all that which we throw into 
our tivers : They make great ufe 
of urine, which is carefully preférved in 
every houft, and fold to ne A ;ina 
word, every thing produced by the earth 
8 reconvéyed to it with the greateft 
care, into whatever fhape the operation 
of natare or art may have transform- 
ed it. 

When their manures are at any time 
fcarce, they fupply the deficiency, by 
turning up the groufid, with the {pade, 
to a great depth, which brings up to the 
furface of the ficld anew foil, enriched 
with the juices of that which defcends in 
its room. 

Without meadows the Chinefe main- 
tain anumber of hories, buffalocs, and 
other annmals of every fpecies neceffary 
for labour, for fultenance, and manure. 
Thefe animals are fed, fome with ttraw, 
others: with roots, beans, and grain of 
every kind, Itit true they have fewer 
horfee, and horned cattle, in proportion, 
than we have, yet it is not neceflary they 
fhould havemore. 

The whole country is cut into canals, 
dug by the induftry of the inhabitants, 
extending from river to river, which di- 
visle and water the valt empire, like a 
gaden. Travelling, tranfporting. of. 
goods, almoft every ipecies of carriage ts 
performed ou thele canals, with great 
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eafe, and {mali expence ; they do not even 
ufe horfes to drag their boats; every 
thing is done by the fail or the oar, 
which they manage with fingular dex- 
terity, even in going up the rivers. 
Where any kind of Jabour can be per- 
formed, at a moderate price by men, it 
is a maxim with them never to employ. 
animals. In confequence of this, the 
banks of their canals are cultivated al- 
moft to the waters edge ; they loofe not 
an inch of ground; their publick roads 
nefemble our foot paths ; their canals 

however, ave infinitely more ufeful than 
highways ; they convey fertility every 
where, and furnifh the people great part 
of their fubfiftance in filh.—There is no 
comparifon between the weight which 
can be tranfported in a boat, and that 
which can be conveyed by any kind of 
Jand carriage ;, no proportion between the 
expence. 

The Chinefe are ftill lefs unacquainted 
with the ufe, or rather the luxury of cha- 
riots, and equipages of every kipd, 
which crowd the principal cities of Eu- 
rape The horfes neceflary for thefe, 
aflembled in thoufands in our capitals, 
confume the produce of numberlefs acres 
of our beft grounds, which if cultivated 
with grain, would afford fubfiitance for 
multitudes, who are dying of hunger. 
The Chinefe with rather to maintain men 
than hortes. 

The emperour and~-chief magiftrates 
are carried through the cities by men, 
with fafety, and with dignity; their 
march ts fedate and majeltick, it threatens 
pot with danger thofe who walk on foot :

eI have before obferved, that the Chi- 
nefe lofe not an inch of ggound. 
are very far, therefore, from allottingim. 
menfe parks, of the fineft ground, for 
the maintenance alone of deer, in con. 

The empes 
rours, even thofe of the Tartar line, have 
never hitherto dreamed of forming thefe 
parks ; ftill lefs the grandees, that is; 
the magiftrates and the learned ; fuch an 
idea could never find place in the mind 
of a Chinefe. Even their country houfes, 
and boxes of pleafure, prefent nothing 
to theeye all around, but ufeful culture, 
bly diverfified. That which con- 
ftitutes their principal beauty, is their 
delightful fituation, judicioufly improv- 
ed, where, in the difpofition of the vari- 
ous parts which form the whole, there 
every where reigns a-happy imitation of 
that beautiful order of nature, from 
whence art has borrowedall her charms. 
The mo rocky hills, which, in 
France, and other places of Europe, 
they turn into vineyards, er totally neg- 
owe are there compelled, 1A Caiems 
ultry, to produce grain. “ i 
are acquainted, indeed, with the vine, 
which here and there they plant in ar- 
bours ; but they confader it asa luxury,

manly fortitude he told the captain, ‘‘He 
had difhonoured him forever, which, 
whilt he lived, he never would forget.” 
He went below, as if to hide his igno- 
miny ; provided himfelf with two 24 
pound thot, which he fecreted in hid 
clothes, and returned to the deck in ful- 
len filence ; here he watched 2 favoura- 
ble opportunity to execute his deters 
mi refolutron, which was to wath a- 
way the ftain by the death of himfelf 
and his flor.

RIVATE letters from Europe mention,

Shonld the federal government be a- 
dopted, thoufands would embark immediate 

ly for America. Holland would pour in with 
her merchants a large quantity of Cath a- 
mong us. Germany and Ireland would fend 
us colonies of cultivators of the earth, while 
England and Scotland would fill our towns 
and cities with induftrious mechanicks and 
manufacturers. With the liberty, fafety, 
population, and glory of our country, all de- 
pending upon the adoption of a national go- 
vernment, that man moft be a great enemy 
to his country, who, for felfith or party pur- 
pofes, advifes his countrymen to reje@ it. 

One of the firft objets with the national 

government to be elected under the new con- 
ititution, it is faid, will be to provide funds 
for the payment of the national debt, and 
thereby to reftore the credit of the United 
States, which has been fo much impaired by 
individual ftates. By letters and private ac- 
counts from mott of the counties in Penafy!- 
vania, we learn, that the good people of this 
ftate, of all parties, are alike prepared and

the magnitude of the Bail ftones, being very 
trifling ; many which fell in the fouth farms 
weighed more than an ounce—-Some wins 
dows were broken. : 
Same day four men were ftruck with 
lightning at the South Farms, but foon re- 
coyered: To avoid the ftorm, they had re- 
treated to a {mall cabbin in the field, near 
which they imprudently fuck thcir fcythesy 
and thefe probably attracting the lightning, 
occafioned the difafter; they being entirely 
broken to pieces. We hope people will ip 
future be cautious of a like miftake. , 
HARTFORD, Augut 29 .

that they expected to rife fome time laf 
week. 

PORTLAND, Auguf 23. 

A Convention of Delegates from the feve- 
ral towas in the Counties of York, Cum- 
berland and Lincoln will be boldea in this 
town on the firft Wednefday ip next month 
—for the purpofe of effeéting a Separation of 
this from the otber part of the Commonwealth. 
—If the people of thefe Counties are for the 
meafure, they will undoubtedly obtain i. 
A decided majority of the prefent General 
Court acknowledge the reafonablenefs of 
@ur requeft, and appeared, at their laft Gtting, 
to be entirely willing to grant it. 

BOSTON, Auguf 23. 

The following is a more full and juft account 
of the diftrefing WHIRLWIND, on tbe 
15th inflant, than bas yet been publifbed. 
A little paft three, P, M, feveral clouds, 

running extraordinary quick and low, were 
feen to meet over Northborough; a black 
fuliginous vapour inftantly aicended from 
the point of coaleicence, much refembling 
the quickeft motion of fine {moke, difgorged 
from the chimney of an airfurnace, Every 
fpeCtator, was for a moment at a lofs, which 
of the clouds would maintain its courfe ;— 
fuch a fcene as thofe contending parents of a 
Hurricane, aéted for a few feconds, mut 
have moved the calmeft Philofopher with 
admiration. Clouds of different appearan- 
ces, flew in almoft every dire€tion to that 
vortex, a8 a common centre, and were im- 
mediately wraped in blacknefs. The whoie 
hemifphere was greatly agitated, and appear- 
ed rufhing on to the war of E.ements ! E- 
very beholder was interefted, and felt anx- 
ious for the refult, until the clouds from the 
eat gave way, and then fuch a picture of 
devattation was drawn through feveral townsy 
as that part of Heaven had previoufly f&em- 
ed to meditate. 

The fir effets of it were felt in the eatt- 
erly part of Northborough———but its vio- 
lence very much increafed, as it moved eaft- 
erly, near the line between Marlborough 
and Southborough, through Framingham, 
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(to the eaftward of that, we have not heard 

articularly of it.) The v-in of land which 
Po iered by it, is not, in general, more than 
thirty or forty rods wide; and in fome pla- 
ces much lefs. Where its force was col- 
leGted within the finalle& compafs, its vig- 
lence was almoft incredible, A barn ia 
Mariborovgh, was hurled from its fownda- 
tion; the timber thrown various ways, ang 
much of its contents lof, and more carried 
agreat diftance. Shingles, it which nails 
ftuck, were fixed. on the bodies of trees, as 
if driven with a hammer. The soof of a 
dwelling houfe was tora off, and much of 
the, timber blown many rods, Pieces of 
boards, thingles, &c.. were found fcattered 
three quarters of amile from the, houle. 
Several other bujldings were much damaged. 
Ja Southborough, and ia Framingham, a 
number of buildings were attacked with no 
lefs violence. In Framingham, a dwelling 
houfe was entirely demolifhed—and two wo- 
men:who were in it, unable to make their 
efcape, were much bruifed, but ir is thought 
they will reeover.—Some of their houfhold 
furniture, fuch as beds, bedding, dec. has 
mot yet been found, and it is faid (and ge- 
nerally believed) that a pewter place was 
blown balfamile. itis a melancholly prof- 
pect to fcc beautiful young orchards entisely 
deftroyed. Many flourishing trees taken 
from them, and thrown promifcuoufly, at 
the difcretion of a whirlwind, imte other 
fields, meadows and highways. The thick- 
eft and moft flourifhing groves, feemed ra- 
ther to.feed its rage, than to check its vio- 
lence! The tovgheft faplings—the clofet 
pafure white oaks twifted off, and woven in- 
to fuch impaffable thickets—their tops, and 
feparated branches, ftripped and bruifed like 
ofiers whipped on a rock, afford a traveller a 
moft ungrateful profpedt. 

Inftead of enumerating many admirables 
(which the reader's imagination will natu- 
rally fuggeft) we thall only mentien two faéts 
to prove that our atmofphere, in the part re- 
ferred to, was tortured and convulfed, ina 
manner which defies defcription : 

A found green tree, called a grey oak, was 
parted from the root, near the furface of the 
ground, tofied into the air, and moved in a 
curvilineal direétion—it was feen by many 
aftonithed {pectators, to rife, fall and change 
its courfe like a {porting Eagle, at leat one 
hundred rods, (as obfervers fay) ;_ it was 
fometimes {uppofed to be ten rods or more 
from the ground; but the whirlwind, by 
fome meas, communicated fuch a motion 
to the tree, that it thot from the eddy, and 
pitched into the earth about twenty rods from 
the path of the Tornado, This tree is up 
wards of eighteen inches in diameter; it 
now lays and may be feen by the curious, a- 
bout a quarter of a mile from its fump. 

Another fa&t very remarkable, is the fol- 
lowing :-—— 

In the prfture of Lieut. Fay, of Southbo- 
rough the fwerd was broken, and much of it 
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blown off, four and fix inches deep, feveral 
yards in length, and two, three and four 
feet in breadth. Stones weighing feveral 
pounds, were moved from the place, a num- 
ber of yards. There was no tree, buth, or 
cemmon pafture brakes growing on this turf, 
to expofe it tothe gale. People of veracity, 
who faw the dreadful ruin, carried through 
that enclofure, fay, that no tree pafied the 
place, which could poffibly break the ground 
~<that there was neo fenfible difcharge from 
the cloud, while it was mear that lot, or aqy 
which was fuppofed to be in that diretion, 
in the courfe of the day. At the time of 
its pafling Mr. Fay's, a number of perfons 
were within a few rods of it, aad obferved a 
heavy wadulatory found, like thunder at a 
great diftance, which kept pace with the col- 
leGtion of black vapour, which rofe and fell 
almoft inftantaneoufly on the furface of the 
earth. Thefe faéts may afford matter of {pe- 
culation to our Philofophical readers. 

The inhabitants of this country (whate- 
ever may be {aid of others) have feldom been 
fhocked with fuch a profpe&t as this whirlwind 
opened to view; and it is impoffible te paint 
it in fuch a manner as to give the reader a 
juft idea of the original. Suffice it to fay, 
it was dreadfully entertaining, to fee parts of 
buildings, thingles, boards, timbers in dif- 
ferent forms, houfhold furniture, limbs of 
trees, and indeed whole trees, {porting in air, 
and darting a thoufand ways in clouds, which 
looked like the appointed fervants of « 
WHIRLWIND ! 

“* Gloucefter, Rhode Iftand, Aug. 17, 1787. 

** Wednefday laft, about 5 o’Clock, P. M. 
ghe North Part of this Town was much in- 
yured by a Tornado, or Whirlwind, more ex- 
traordinary and terrible in its Effects than 
any thing of the Kind ever known here. It 
began in Tompfon Parith, Killingly, aad 
its Courfe was about E. b. N. In its Pro- 
grefs it tore up whole Orchards by the Roots ; 
one large new Barn, full of Hay, was laid 
level with the Ground ; one old Houfe and 
Barn torn to Pieces, the Family efcaped by 
taking to the Cellar ; one Corn Crib was 
taken up, and carried about 4 Rods. The 
Roofs of feveral other Houfes were taken 
off, or much damaged ; one Woman was car- 
ried fome Diftance, but not much hurt. Tvs 
Width was from qc to 100 Reds. The 
Timber in the Woods was proftrated in al- 
moft every Dire&tion, and whole Groves 
{weptdown. The Fences for Miles were 
haid level with the Ground. About 8 Feet 
of the Top of a Chimney, lately built toa 
new Houfe, was moved about two Inches. 
Vaft numbers of Stacks of Hay were torn to 
Pieces, and Fields of Corn and Fiax in the 
Shock blown away. In fine, nothing in its 
Way efcaped its Violence. We are happy 
to learn thatno Lives are loft, fo far as we 
have yec heard.. Its Violencé in a great 
Meafure ceafed in Mendon, about 20 Miles 
@ Rant from where it began.” 

September 4.-~-15 addition to the many ac- 





sounts which have been publithed in the pa. 
pers, of different whirlwinds which happened 
on the rth inft, we have the following :— 
That, in the afternoon of that doy, 3 whirl- 
wind was perceived to advance towards a houfe 
in Dunbarton, ftate of Newhampthire ; on 
difcevering its approach, the owner of the 
houfe ran in, and increated ali to go down 
cellar while it paffed—the houfe was entirely 
new, and had no glafs to the windows—-the 
owner, in attempting to pat a board up at the 
window which wes in the room where the fa- 
mily were a few moments before, was taken 
with the board, by the hurricane, from that 
window, and driven acrofs the room, out at 
another, but without materially injuring him 
«~the houfe was very confiderably damaged, 
as was likewife a barn, which alfo was new, 
and ftood in the range of the hurricane. 
From Dunbarton it proceeded to New Con- 
cord, on Merrimack river, in the fame ftate, 
deftroying, in that town, feveral houfes, 
barns, fields of corn, &t. and orchards, and 
more or lefs damaging a number of others, 
From hence, the whirlwind entered on the 
river, taking along with it a cyder mil! houfe, 
which ftood at fome diftance from the thore, 
and completely fet it adrift onthe water. A 
ferry boat, paffing at the fame time, was ta= 
ken up and carried a confiderable diftance, 
and dropped again on the river. The agita- 
tion on the water was furprifingly great. The 
whirlwiad is fuppoied to bi paffed off in the 
fiver, as no traces codld be difcovered of it 
afterwards. 

“* Hallowell, Kennebeck river, Auguft 1%. 

** On Saturday the gth inft. about two o’- 
clock, ®. m. a thender guft rofe in the weft. 
It began with rain, which was fucceeded by 
hail, of a fize nearly as large as pullets eggs, 
fome of which wei three quarters of an 
ounce. Ali the windows to the windward 
fide of the houfes, within the compafs of its 
extent, which was about one mile in width, 
were thivered to pieces, It alfo damaged the 
corn and other vegetables confiderably.” 

We have the pleafure of informing the 
publick, that on Wednefday !aft arrived in 
this town, Col. Lyman, commanding offi- 
cer of the troops raifed for the fupport of go- 
vernment, and the protection of the peacea- 
ble and well affeéted inhabitants in the Weft- 
ern Counties.—The intelligence by this gen- 
tleman is extremely agreeable—Almoft all 
the perfons who have been in open oppoli- 
tion to the laws, have taken the oath of alle- 
giance, and returned to the bofom of their 
country, in confequence of the late generous 
offer‘ of pardon and indemnity. We are 
further ailured, that a degree of good hu- 
{nour and tranquillity fubfifts in thofe parts, 
fo lately the fcene of outrage and diffention, 
beyond what was generally €xpefied—The 
infurgents almoit univerfally difcovering @ 
ftrony difpofition to enjoy the bleffings of the 


free and happy government by which ry 


are pruteéted. There. have been, indeed, 
few, who have not yet fhewn open marks of 
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contrition, which thofe of better charadters 
have been free to acknowledge—but thefe are 
of tefs confequence, and are every day be- 
coming more attentive to their private con- 
cerns, and lefs difcontented and uneafy from 
their political fituation, The harveft has 
been remarkably favourable, and every cir- 
cumftance feems to announce the immedi- 
ate reftoration and eftablithment of peace and 
good government. 

On Saturday laft arrived here, Capt. Tho- 
mas Newall, and the crew of the Ship A@ive, 
which failed from Savannah, in Georgia, 
bound to Europe, on the 7th of Auguft ult. 
and on the 17th in lat. 40 long. 64, about 
100 leagues from Nantucket, foundered in a 
heavy gale of wind, in the gulph ftream— 
On the thip’s going down, the Captain and 
crew took to their boats, in which they con- 
tinued 5 days—when after fuffering 18 hours

Saturday fennight, mafter Robert Clough, 
fen of Mr. Robert Clough, of this town, be- 
ing at play with another child, in Mr. 
Makepeace’s chocolate mills, north end, by 
fome accident the former got entangled in 
the machinary of the works, while the horfes 
were on the go, and was fo thockingly man- 
gied in his bowels, dec. that he died at two 
o'clock, Sunday morning: 

Sunday evening fennight about 8 o'clock, 
fix conviéts, who were confined in Suffolk jail 
for various offences, made their efcape by 
the moft dirty paflage poflible ; but, being 
much encumbered, and heavy laden with 
chains, &c. before they got entirely clear, 
three of them were caught, and recommitted 
to feparate apartments of the di . 

Tuefday laft, che Hon. the Juftices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court, commenced their 
feffions in this town, with the ulual ceremo- 
nies—The Hon. Judge Cuping gave a {pirited 
aad pathetick Charge to the Grand Jury.

“ 1 TAKE this opportunity to forward 
you fome particulars of the whiriwiad which 
there was in this and the adjacent towns, on 
the rsth inft. It began about 3 o'clock, P. 
M. the fky, in the morning, was clear and 
ferene ; abvut rt o'clock the clouds began to 
colle@, and were greatly agitated, and by two 
o'clock began to be hurled about with great 
impetuofity ; about 3 o'clock they form- 
ed a folid column, with a black and me- 
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nacing look, which, to appearance, threat- 
ened all this part with deftru€tion, and 
filled every beholder with aftonithment. Ic 
began near Chancey Pond in Weftborough, 
and the firft proof of its violence and irrefitti- 
ble ftrength, that we faw, was a large houfe 
and barn, belonging to one Maynard, in the 
fouthweft corner of Marlborough, torn to 
pieces in a moment, and the timber and 
boards hurled with amazing fury into the 
clouds ;—it was about. fixty rods in width, 
and all the trees, fences, ftandiag corn, ftonce 
wall, and even the very furface of the earth, 
in many places, was torn up for many rods 
in length, and carried away ; indeed, and in 
truth, the air was full of large trees, and e- 
very combuftible that could be thought of. 
It wept about three miles through the north 
part of this town, to Framingham, deftroying 
one barn totally, and part of another, and 
unroofing one houfe. In its way to the eaft 
it took the roof of a large new houfe, in the 
edge of Framingham, belonging to Mr. 
Fairbanks, entirely deftroyed his barn and 
corn houfe, and tore up molt of the trees in 
a large orchard by the roots. The next at- 
tack was at the widow Shattuck’s, about half 
a mile from Fairbanks’s; there it feemed to 
redouble its fury, fwept away the houfe and 
barn, all the apple and other large trees thar 
were near the houfe, and a large ttone chim- 
ner, all were hurled, with two old ladies, five 
rods inte the road, where it left them amongft 


, the ruins ; this was the firft inftance where 


any perfon received the leaft injury ; one of 
them is fo badly burt that her life is defpair- 
ed of, the other it is thought will recover ;— 
@ very extraordinary circumfance attended 
the deftruétion of this building ; there were 
in the eaft room two {mall children, afiwp on 
the bed, all was carried over them, the chiim- 
ney tumbled down all around them, the tim- 
ber covered them up, and they did not awake 
until it was over, and were found unhurt !— 
it deftroyed a barn for Mr. Smith, his cyder 
mili houfe, and part of the roof of his dwell. 
ing houfe ; took off the roof of Mr. Froit’s 
barn, and damaged fome other buildings. I 
followed its track about eight miles yelterday, 
and find ten buildings either entirely deftroy- 
ed or very much damaged, and the wood and 
fine timber,with all the fruit trees, corn, 
grain, flax, hay, fence, and ftone wall thrown 
down, fo that I chink the damage fuftained 
is at a moderate computation not lefs than 
two thoufand pounds. I underftand its fury 
was fo far exhaufted that it did but little da- 
mage below Framingham.
